The stato hoard of health has aent out 
the follotviug circular of precautions 
against smallpox : 

OFFICE or FtATK ItOAHDOF Hi:ai.tii, 
HoWUNU Gkkkx, Ky. 
To the Officials, Physicians nud I’cople 
of Kentucky: 

Smallpox ha» bccu epidemic in thn 
mining regions of Alabama for the peat 
two years, and Irom this center of infec¬ 
tion, directly or Indirectly, repeated se¬ 
rious nud expensive outbreaks have oc¬ 
curred in Kentucky. 

Recently about forty case* have devrl- 
«|*ed iu Louisville, one at Covlugton, 
one at Nicholaaville and scvrral suspi¬ 
cious eus.s are reported in a mining mo¬ 
tion in Ohio county. The disease also 
exists in Cinciiiiiuti, Indianapolis, and 
St. Louis, which have constant railroad 
connection with many Kentucky towns. 
So far the disease has been almost exclu¬ 
sively confined to negroes, a large part 
of this race being unprotected by vacci¬
